Isn't  if  you  refuse  to  lire  the  Chilian’*  life. 
Good  living  slons  will  Insure  good  dying  1 
A  ad  Ike  sooner  men  t  ome  to  see  this  the  belter 
fo?  themselves  and  tha  worhL  I  do  not  believe 
there  is  a  genuine  case  of  death  bed  repentance 
and  change  of  heart  in  one  hundred  sad  I  esn 
prove  this  by  facts.  Religion  I*  for  life  and 
net  for  death  and  ruauy  a  man  has  confessed, 
when  it  Was  too  late,  “Ok,  If  I  bad  onlv  bees  a 
Christian  I  would  not  hart  bee*  led  astray,  I 
would  not  have  yielded."  He  fell  out  of  line 
when  ruoning  with  the  footmen. 

Taw  Wee  seen,  and  to  have  L  men  trampled 
down  by  misfortune.  How  the  history  of  tbs 
mercantile  world  fur  the  last  twenty  years  tells 
this  sad  tale  1  Rather  than  tnoei  the  dishouor  of 
failure  some  have  swallowed  poison,  some  bare

Thla  you 
Acknowledge.  "Tea,"  you  aay  In  the  sick¬ 
room  and  the  dying  hour.  “Prepare  for  death," 
said  the  old  rabbi  to  hi*  students,  "one  day  be¬ 
fore  you  die.  "•  “Bdt,”  enquired  the  students, 
"how  shall  we  know  the  day  before  our  death?" 
"Ob,"  said  he,  “a*  you  know  not  but  that  you 
may  die  to>mori?w,  prepare  to-day  !
